At the locations indicated, amend the substitute amendment as follows:

1. Page 1, line 3: after “intoxicant” insert “, probation for persons convicted of

driving while under the influence of an intoxicant”.

2. Page 1, line 4: before that line insert:

“SECTION 1g. 346.65 (2) (b) of the statutes is amended to read:

346.65 (2) (b) Except as provided in par. (f), shall be fined not less than $300
nor more than $1,000 and imprisoned for not less than 5 days nor more than 6 months
if the total number of suspensions, revocations and convictions counted under s.
343.307 (1) equals 2 in a 5-year period. Suspensions, revocations or convictions

arising out of the same incident or occurrence shall be counted as one. The court may

not place a person sentenced under this paragraph on probation.”.

3. Page 1, line 4: delete “SECTION 1” and substitute “SECTION 1m”.
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4. Page 2, line 2: delete “30” and substitute “9”.

5. Page 3, line 9: after that line insert:

“SECTION 7Tm. 973.09 (1) (d) of the statutes is amended to read:

973.09 (1) (d) If a person is convicted of an offense that provides a mandatory
or presumptive minimum period of one year or less of imprisonment, a court may
place the person on probation under par. (a) if the court requires, as a condition of
probation, that the person be confined under sub. (4) for at least that mandatory or
presumptive minimum period. The person is eligible to earn good time credit
